The war spirit has been aroused by

battleship Maine in Cuban waters and, 
like -Banquo's ^ghost, will not down; 
As yet conservative people, wio do not 
want grimvisaged war to spread desola- 
tion along the Atlantic Coast, are 
awaiting the reuult of the investigation 
now being made to ascertain the cause 
of the Maine catastrophe- before ex-

against Spain.. There is general unan 
imity, however, in .public sentiment 
regarding the Cuban question.

Cuba has been waged for years; that 
the Spaniards are making no headway 
against the insurgents and that Cuba 
is entitled to recognition and that the 
United States should acknowledge the 
independence of the 
island. This 


might cause war, but it is not probable 
that it would. Spain 'cannot afford to 
declare war against the United State 
for no other cause than recognizing 
the independence of Cuba.

would be no, injustice in that act. The 
Cubans are entitled to recognition by 
all the rules of civilized countries'and 
if Spain should'make it a cause for. 
•war, right as well as might would be 
on the side of the United States.

The Chrysanthemum. 


When the plant was introduced, about 


1840, it was only the small daisyhke 
flower, now only seen as a rule m cot- 
tage gardens, which was highly prized 
as a novelty. The taste for growing and 
showing it began early, and before 1860 
there were many chrysanthemum socie- 
ties in existence, among them tho Stoke 
Newington, which formed the nucleus 
of the National society. Yet it was not 
until 1859, when the plants suffered Be- 
verly from early frosts, that there was 
nny idea of growing it under glass. 
The Japanese variety was noticed in 
1864 as a novelty, "very curious and 
interesting, but scarcely ornamental." 
How little did the author of these re- 
marks suspect what a future was before 
the plant he so summarily set asido! 
Three years later, however, we find Jap- 
anese varieties recommended with pom- 
pom and incurved, and since then they 
havo ever increased in favor
